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Alameda County has been declared a rabies area by the 
State Department of Public Health. State law requires ra- 
bies vaccination of all dogs in any community designated 
as a rabies area. If your dog has not received such a vac- 
cination within the last 18 months, it is necessary that it 
be revaccinated. The cities of Berkeley and Albany have 
arranged special clinics for such service at a nominal fee. 
Clinics will be held at the Berkeley Animal Shelter on 
Second Street between Addison and University on Sun- 
day, June 8, 1 to 5 p.m., Wednesday, June 11, between 
the hours of 4:00 and 8:00 p.m, Beginning July 1 any dog 
found without adequate rabies vaccination will be picked
